Croydon City on horns of @ dilemma

CURRENT Victo- 
rian State League 
leader Croydon 
City is setting its 
sights on playing 
in the 1989/90 NSL 
summer season — 
if it wins the State 
League title. 

Although club offi- 
cials suggested it 
wouldn't make a bid 
for the NSL this sea- 
son, Croydon presi- 
dent Mike Antolos has 
since said publicly that 
his club would be keen 
to join. 

Antolos has con- 
firmed his club's 
terest in playing in the 
NSL but is reticent to 
discuss the matter 
“until the club has won 
the State League”. 

“We really can’t say 
anything at this stage 
because there is no 
guarantee we will even 
win the league,” Anto- 
los told ASW. 

“We can't say too 
much yet except that 
we've got plans (to 
join the NSL). 

“It's no use going 
into it yet because the 
State League title is 
still between us, 
Juventus and Morwell. 

“It's a long season, 
there’s nothing to say 
another team mightn't 
win it.” 

Antolos did concede 
that his club's plans de- 
pend on a proposed 
move from Croydon 
Park to a new complex 
at nearbye Dorset 
Gardens. 

“That's part of it but 
making the NSL de- 
pends on many 
things,” he said. 

“We're playing for 
the top, we're playing 
for the NSL but we've 
got to take things one 
step at a time.” 

Antolos, who said 
money wouldn't be a 
problem if Croydon 


stepped into the big 
league, insisted that 
his club would be 
ready for an NSL kick- 
off in November even 
though the State 
League doesn’t finish 
until just one month 
before then. 

But coach Ian Dob- 
son, the former Pre- 
ston Makedonia and 
Melbourne Croatia 
star, doesn’t agree. 
“We certainly do 
not have the team or 
the facilities for the 
NSL at this stage,” 
Dobson said. 

“There would be 
plenty of work to be 
done before we played 


in the NSL because the 
last thing the club 
would want is to end 
up with a Heidelberg 
situation.” 

Dobson, who is still 
making his presence 
felt as a player in the 
State League, said 
Croydon would be 
looking for a figure of 
around $250,000 to 
build a team to NSL 
standard. 

“That would involve 
some —_ enormous 
sponsorship of the 
club,” he explained. 

“But hay, said 
that, I do believe the 
eastern suburbs needs 
an NSL team.

“Shaun Scott, 19, 
(sweeper), Mickey Lar- 
dis 20, (winger) and 
Louie Triantafylouy 
19, (right-back), are all 
very good players. 

“Eric Hrist (mid- 
fielder), Steve Refenes, 
and Alex Aroujo 
(striker) are also excel- 
lent young material 
with a good future in 
senior football. 

“Hrist in particular 
is very valuable be- 
cause of his versatility. 

“I can play Eric as a 
midfielder, fullback or 
even at sweeper. 

“I told my players at 
the beginning of the 
season that we could 
win this League. It was 
only a matter of believ- 
ing that they could do 
it. 


“Iam very, very 
proud of ail my 
players. 


“Now they know 
that they can do the 
job and do it well,” 
said Geoff.

THIS week | would like to reveal some of the 
mysteries that so often intrigue all soccer 
fans — namely the happenings on the bench 
and in the dressing room. 


Whether you are 
coaching National 
League or a kids’ team 
the situation is very 
much the same, in the 
dressing room and on 
the bench. 

What varies is the 
personality of the coach 
and his response to what 
happens. 

The volatile Frank 
Arok on the bench is a 
very different animal to 
the composed new- 
comer Ivan Raznjevic. 

There are differences 
in the pre-match dress- 
ing room discussions 
also. 

Some coaches use 
charisma in predomi- 
nantly group talks, 
others will concentrate 
on players individually, 
these others: will appear 
to be in the minority, 
especially in the lower 
levels of soccer and in 
junior soccer. . 

The usual half-time 
talk is often loud, 
addressed to individuals 
and team, both at once, 

Quite a few players 
may. not be listening. 
They may have had a 
knock, or are retieing a 
boot, or just finding it 
hard to concentrate. 

Teams vary greatly 
too, depending on the 
number of extroverts or 
quiet types who pre- 
dominate. 

My current team has 
a combination of out- 
going jokers and dedi- 
cated doers. 

Our players are asked 
to be in the dressing 
room immediately 
following the under 19s 
going back onto the 
playing field for the 
second half of their 
game. 

That is something 
most British players 
coming to Australia find 
hard to take — dressing 
room pegs taken up 
with second team 
clothes and a chopped 
up playing field to run 
out to. 

We have probably the 
smartest team scholas- 
tically speaking that I 
have coached during 20 
years. 

The goalie is a com- 
pany executive, five of 
the others are at uni- 
versity, another at high 
school, plus two others 
have diplomas from 
college. 

Intellectual capacity 
does not necessarily 
make you a better play- 
er, but it generally does. 

However, a university 
student whose mind is 
almost completely de- 
voted to his discipline 
can be a dull soccer 
player, whilst a trades- 
man who loves his soc- 
cer with great intensity 
can be as sharp as a tack 
on the field. 

We do not like our 
players to “muck up” 
too much before a 
game, but we have a 
Liverpudlian who likes 
a laugh, plus others of 
Chilean, Yugoslav, 
Australian and Turkish 
background — the usual 
mix in Aussie professio- 


nal soccer teams today. 


I remember in the six- 
ties coming to Wollon- 
gong to play for South 
Coast United, which 
was then the equivalent 
of Wollongong City. 

There were nine 
Poms and two Aussies 
making up what was 
then possibly the best 
team in the country. 

Jim Kelly, former 
England “B” team play- 
er, was captain-coach 
and did not say much at 
training or at games. 

That is how it was 
then. 

It was not better then 
than now, as some 
people say. 

You can be much 
more useful as a player 
if there is someone with 
far greater experience 
and knowledge than you 
who can impart it to 
you, at training and at 
games. 

Even great team- 
mates do not have a 
coach’s knowledge. 

I spent the time in the 
dressing room before 
our game talking to in- 
dividual players about 
what is needed of them 
and reinforcing things 
from training. 

A central defender 
broke a boot lace during 
the warm-up — this was 
a portent of things to 
come, 

Coasting along 

They scored straight 
from the kick-off. Six 
seconds! 

Unbelievable! It had 
never happened in my 
career before, ever! 

Why do goalies al- 
ways have blinders on 
days like these? 

‘And why do strikers 
‘on such days inevitably 
kick under the ball, kick 
the ground, cross be- 
hind and head over the 
bar. 

They were already 
playing for time. The 
goalkeeper apart from 
being as agile as a cat, 
‘was as cunning as a fox, 

The referee picked 
him up for time-wasting 
after a while, pointing 
hard at his watch. 

Right on half-time we 
equalised with a fine 
header from a well- 
taken set play. 

At least something 
had worked, I thought, 
walking slowly to the 
dressing room, studying 
my notes. 


‘They were all jabber- 
ing away in the dressing 
room. The central de- 
fender who had almost 
lost his boot, had almost 
lost his foot from the 
last kick of the half and 
was having ointment 
rubbed into it by the 
masseur. 

Adrenalin was high as 
they gulped their 
drinks, chattering all at 
once in bilingual Turk- 
ish, English, Australian 
and Liverpool ‘Scouse.” 

The league title still 
seemed a chance again, 
but we had to get the 
other point. 


After talking to indi- 
viduals, then stilling the 
noise, I talking about 
the strategy for the 
second half — it was too 
long, too many things 


said, it lost it 


Point lost 


The second half was 
not quite so dominating 
for us. 

They were fit and 
keen. 

We lost our shape in 
midfield, then lost John, 
our right full-back, from 
a sickening blow that 
broke his nose. 

That cat on hot feet in 
goals could do no 
wrong, twice he got the 
post to help him out, 
and as a coach I began 
to suffer the 
apprehension that they 
might snatch ‘another’, 
the way so many teams 
have done on such a 
day. 

The reserves on the 
bench had no such 
apprehension. 

They were animately 
discussing all things that 
came to minds of young 
men, with cheerful dis- 
dain for my foreboding. 


Mehmet, the reserve 
goalie, with a minute to 
go suddenly said: “We 
are going to win this 
FOR SURE!” 

He was wrong. 

The mood when we 
got back to the dressing 
room was sombre. 

Wouldn't run-away 
leaders Rosebery be 
happy when they heard 
about our point 
dropped! 


“DIABOLICAL"* 
said our Aussie 
sweeper. 

“Bloody hell,” snot- 
ted the “Scouser” 


“One point’s better 
than none,’ said 
someone. 

“How's John?” said 
someone else. 

1 sat them down 
together. 

“Well played on your 
debut Salim, very well 
played.”

Alcohol ban must 
stay — UK police 


ENGLAND’s soccer 
chiefs have come 
under fire from the 
police for their 
attempts to lift the 
ban on alcohol 
sales in Football 
League grounds. 

The Police Federa- 
tion claims the Foot- 
ball Association and 
Football League are 
out of touch for recom- 
mending to the Taylor 
Inquiry into the Hills- 
borough disaster that 
fans should be allowed 
to drink at matches. 

A bewildered 
Federation chairman 
Alan Eastwood said: 
“They fly in the face of 
current evidence be- 
cause recent trouble at 
racing tracks and 
cricket grounds has 
been related to drink. 

“Hooliganism has 
decreased in recent 
years and the drinks 
ban in conjunction 
with other measures 
like closed circuit tele- 
vision has helped.” 

Meanwhile, the 
police have been 
attacked by the Foot- 
ball Supporters’ 
Association in their 
submission to the 
injury. 

“There is no doubt 
that as a football fan 
one receives a distinc- 
tive lower level of 
ordinary politeness 
and civility than other- 
wise would be ex- 
pected from the 


police,” the associa- 
tion said. 

Chairman Rogan 
Taylor gave examples 
of respectably-dressed 
middle-aged fans and 
family groups being 


verbally abused, 
“They swear at 
them, -push them 
around, and generally 
make life difficult,” 
Taylor said.

King-size headaches 
for Cup organisers

ALTHOUGH Australia is out of the World Cup there are still national teams from 
every continent playing and hoping that they will qualify for the finals in Italy next 


year. 

By June 1990 24 
teams representing the 
best in world soccer 
will be ready to com- 
pete but will Italy be 
ready for them and the 
millions of specta- 
tors? 

At the moment the 
best that can be 
answered to that is 
maybe, but almost cer- 
tainly the true answer 
is no. 

One of the few 
things to be organised 
is the name of the offi- 
cial mascot for the 
tournament: Ciao. 

Luca di  Mon- 
tezemolo, head of the 
organising committee, 
is confident that all will 
be well. 

‘With one year to go 
we are on schedule’ 
says Montezemolo, 
adding that only the 
Turin Stadium is be- 
hind schedule. He also 
said that ticket sales 
were going well with 
47% already sold, 

However, this ‘she'll 
be right mate’ attitude 
hides.some serious 
problems in the 
organisation’s run-up 
to the finals. 

In fact, only four of 
the 12 stadiums are on 
schedule — Bari, 
Bologna, Udine and 
Verona. The original 
bill for the stadium 
construction and mod- 
ernisation programme 
was originally esti- 
mated at $500 million 
lire but has rocketed to 
an expected $900 
million. 

In Genoa, problems 
led to the field being 
raised by one metre 
when it was found that 
parts of the field could 
not be seen from the 
top seats in the sta- 
dium, but now the 
front rows cannot see 
and these seats will be 
taken out. 

The cost of the 
Rome Olympic Sta- 
dium renovation has 
escalated until it will 
now cost the same as a 
new stadium. In Milan 
and Naples, as well as 
Rome and the other 
centres, any costs 
above Government 
predictions and grants 
will have to borne by 
te local councils. 


This will inevitably 
lead to cost-cutting 
exercises as improve- 
ments, especially in 
Milan and Naples, will 
be expensive. 

More than a billion 
dollars were allocated 
by the Government for 
the imposition and im- 
provement of road, 
rail and air transport 
facilities. 


This work has fallen 
well below expecta- 
tions. 

In Rome, residents 
near the Olympic Sta- 
dium blocked a new 
tramway, street wide- 
ning and a large under- 
ground car park. 

Dr Franco Carraro, 
the Minister of Sports 
and Tourism in the last 
Government, now 
thinks that only 
around 30 percent of 
projected plans will 
come to fruition. Plan- 
ning is not helped by 
the periodic fall of gov- 
ernments in Ltaly’s 
chaotic political 
system. 

The last government 
collapsed in May and it 
is anyone's guess who 
will be in charge be- 
tween now and the 
World Cup. 

These are not the 
only problems facing 
the tournament. 

The stadia are to be 
all seated and every 
seat numbered in a 
laudable attempt to 
combat hooliganism. 

The problem is that 
almost as soon as the

There will be an no- 
go area of 100 metres 
around the stadiums 
for non-ticket holders 
as well as police con- 
trols at airports, hotels 
and stations. 

It will be a huge task 
to combat hooliganism 
and stop it pervading 
the tournament and it 
will involve every 
police force in Europe, 

It is quietly hoped 
that England will fail 


to qualify but if, as is 
likely, they do then 
they will probably 
have to play in Sicily 
and Sardinia and be 
kept apart from other 
major nations. 

They will also have 
to keep other teams 
apart but it will 
‘obviously not be possi- 
ble to separate all the 
teams all the time and 
hopefully major trou- 
ble can be averted with 
police hard work and 
close-circuit cameras 
which will be situated 
in and around every 
stadium. 

The World Cup will, 
of course, go ahead 
but not on the lavish 
and grand scale as ori- 
ginally envisaged by 
the organisers. 

In the end, if major 
hooliganism is avoided 
and good football is 
played, it will be a suc- 
cess despite the condi- 
tions of the facilities.

Napoli appoint 
‘unknown’ coach 


NAPOLI last week 
announced they 
had replaced 
coach Ottavio 
Bianchi with a rela-

Albertino Bigon, 
from Cesena. 

Napoli’s announce- 
ment ended months of 
speculation and con- 
troversy over Bianchi, 
stemming mostly from 
poor relations with 
some players, parti- 
cularly Argentine cap- 
tain Diego Maradona. 

Cesena finished 13th 
in the Italian First Di- 
vision this season. 
Napoli were runners- 
up in the league and 
beaten finalists in the 
domestic cup. 

A statement said 
Bianchi, who bought 
Napoli their first Ita- 
lian championship vic- 
tory in 1987 as well as 
this year’s UEFA Cup, 
had “ended his cycle of 
collaboration” after 
four years with the 
club. 

It said Bianchi’s con- 
tract, which was to 
have expired next 
year, could be ended 
by joint agreement. 

Bianchi's troubles 
began in 1988 when 
Napoli let the title they 
won the previous year 
slip through their 
hands. 

The manager's 
rocky relationship with 
Maradona played like 
a soap opera in Italian 
sports newspapers and 
Bianchi himself 
announced earlier this 
year he was ready to 
leave. 

Maradona, adored 
by soccer-mad Neapo- 
litans, stepped up his 
criticism of the mana- 
ger’s methods and new 
club signings in 1988, 
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Napoli players for 
what amounted to an 
open revolt against 
‘Bianchi after the team 
failed to retain the 
league title in a duel 
with AC Milan.
